The agreement in question—and 
which has apparently been tossed; 
out the window by South Bay and 
Pahokee, calls for sale of liquor 

aiy from 8 a. m. to. midnight; 
until 1 a. m. on Sunday and far 
bars to be closed the rest of the 
time on Sunday. 

In aresolution adopted-by South 
Bay, Pahokee and Belle Glade in 
April, 1952, petitioned the eounty 
to follow the agreement in estab- 
lishing hours outside municipalities 
and under jurisdiction of the coun- 
ty.
